NEW YORK. Sept. 3—W>—Speed 


is believed by Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh to have been the determining 
factor between success and failure 
in the Paris to New York flight of 
Coste and Bellonte. 


"Of course," said Colonel Lind- 


bergh, 'with this speed Captain 
Coste had 
other characteristics 


which assured him of his success. 
But in his careful preparations, in 
which he went into every detail, he 
realized that easily recognizable 
fact that a plane with speed and 
power alone would see him through. 


Coste Experienced Flier. 


"Captain Coste is one of the 
most 
experienced 
long distance 
fliers in the world. On his record 
distance flight last year he had 
ample opportunity to realize that 
his plane had stamina, speed and 
staying power over great distance." 
The Coste-Bellonte plane has a 
high speed close to 160 miles an 
hour, faster than any other ma- 
chine to attempt 
the 
Atlantic 
crossing. For the first 600 miles of 
his flight, Coste, with the aid of a 
wind of approximately fifteen miles 
an hour, made an average speed 
of about 140 miles. During the last 
stage of the flight ^he averaged 
about 100 miles an hour.

across the Atlantic compared with

Amundsen knew its contents in-

Torn Tromsoe, 
Norway, June 18, 


1928, 
on his Nobile rescue quest. 
The chance that he reached this 
cache is almost fantastic, but there 
s cne report indicating that he was 
ast seen traveling in that direction. 


144 Still Missing. 


Of all the 144 explorers still miss- 


ing in. the Arctic, only 12 of them by 
any stretch of luck could still be 
alive, because 129, the Franklin ex- 
pedition members, now would 
be 


well over 100 years old, and three 
members of the Duke of Abruzzi's 
party in 1900 disappeared in sight 
of land. 
The dozen are 
six men dragged 


aloft in the broken Nobile airship. 
Italia and the six of Amundsen's 
party. Hope for the men in 
the 
Italia seems absurd. 
Yet there is this coincidence— 


they broke loose not far Irom the 
food cache, and according to 
the 
natural drift of Arctic air, might be 


expected to travel in its direction. 


Cache On Island. 


This cache lies on Rudolph island, 


northermost of the 
Franz Josel 


archipelago. It was left there by 
AnUiuny Fiall in 1905. in a com- 
modius building in which he and 
the score of men composing his 
Ziegler polar expedition from the 
wrecked ship America spent about 
three years. He says it has even an 
electric light plant. 


Coal for the plant is available on 


the surface of the ground of a near- 
by island. Fiala left about two tons 
of food comprising mostly canned 
goods, pemmican and bread. Much 
of it was from his own supplies, but 
part came from a cache left nearby 
still earlier by ,the Duke of the 
Abruzzi. 


Fiala also left tools, clothing, one 


rifle and one shotgun, with ammun- 
ition for each. He left two English 
whaleboats and cne kiak. 
Fiala now resides in New York 


where he makes a business of out- 
fitting sportsmen and explorers. 
"I have always thought" he said 
"that there might be a chance for 
Amundsen. He knew all about this 
cache. A few months before Ins dis- 
appearance he spent 
an evening 
with me here and we talked about 
it."Amundsen, discoverer of the South 
Pole, rated as one of the most re- 
sourceful of all Arctic explorers, had 


lived in seeming comfort in places 
where even other scientists doubted 
it could be done. 


600-Mile Flight. 


When he left Tromsoe 
he was 


supposed to be headed for one ot 
the bays of Spitzbergen, a flight of 
600 miles over water, on a course 
not directly toward Nobile and the 
cache. He was never sighted defin- 
itely anywhere. 


Two days after his start a Nor- 


wegian sealer reported as sighting 
what it took to be his plane, on an 
ice floe," "southffast of Northeast 
land." 
This position would be east of 


.Spitzbergen and in line for \\heie 
Nobile was found and for the cache. 
But is it about 300 miles from the 


cache. Fiala. however, says the ice 
drift is rapidly eastward, toward the 
cache 


Might Be Years. 
If Amundsen reached Rudolph 


island, Fiala says, he not only might 
live there for years, but might not 
be able to get away, for years. 


The two whaleboats are so heavy 
that even six men would have dit- 
ficulty dragging them over the very 
rough ice from lead to lead in the 
summer, and probably would find it 
impossible to do so except in a fav- 
orable season. 
If Amundsen reached the island, 
Fiala says it would not be remark- 
able not yet to have heard from 
him.

"Chip on Shoulder," 


First to Arrive. 


NEW YORK. Sept. 3—( I.N S.)— 


Great Britain's precarious status 
as the 
world's greatest empire, 


sadlv weakened during the 
last 
year 
by 
dissatisfaction,, revolts, 


open threats of secession and lack 
of economic co-operation between 
its component parts, will have a 
thorough airing within the next 
few weeks when the imperial con- 
ference assembles in London. 
Many controversial subjects, some 


of them of far-reaching importance 
are scheduled tor discussion at the 
conference, scheduled to meet early 
in September. It bids fair to be a 
momentous gathering, and upon 
the 
results 
of 
its deliberations 


Britain may stand or fall as a 
homogenous empire. 
With 
unprecedented 
tides 
of 


nationalism sweeping the far-flung 
domains of the British empire dur- 
ing the past twelve months, a vast 
change has come '01 er the nations 
and 
colonies dominated by the 


English crown. This change may 
be only temporary', and the "empire 
builders" are hopeful that ere lony 
the colonies will see the error of 
their ways, but the conference it- 
self will assemble at a time when 
much of 
ntam's "three-fifths of 


the world" is tottenng on the brink 
of disassociation from the mother 
country. 


Demands Right to Secede. 


Cable advices from London de- 


scribed the arrival there of Gen- 
eral Hertzog, prime minister of 
South Africa, the first delegate to 
make his appearance at the scene 
of the coming conference. He ar- 
rived, correspondents 
said, 
with 
"chips on each shoulder," prepared 
to brodacast South Africa's right 
to secede entirely from the empire 
if such a course is found advisable, 
and a demand that parliament and 
the crown recognize this right. 
From the Antipodes will come 


delegates from Australia and New 
Zealand, in anything but a cheer- 
ful mood, ready to demand estab- 
lishment of a high protective tariff 
on non-Empire goods, in order that 
the products of the colonies may be 
assured of a permanent market in 
England and other parts of the 
Empire. 
What Australia and New'Zealand 


will do if these* free trade demands 
are not heeded is a question. But 
General Hertzog has left no doubt 
so far as his country is concerned. 
He 
declared 
without 
hesitation 


upon his arrival in London that 
refusal of free trade by Gfreat Brit- 
ain would result in measures mak- 
ing it difficult, if not ^downright 
impossible, to market English prod- 
ucts in South Africa. 


Acknowledgment Not Needed. 
General Hertzog's voice is ex- 


pected to be heard the loudest 
when the conference discusses res- 
olutions concerning the actual par- 
liamentary and governmental status 
of each dominion. Here General 
Hertzog will demand acknowledge- 
men; of the right* of secession, al- 
though he adds acknowledgement 
is not really necessary, as such a 
right already exists and is there- 
fore not open to debate. 
Assembling of the conference will 


see the recent free trade movement 
in Britain reach Its peak. The em- 
pire- free trade party, headed by 
the great publisher, Lord Beaver- 
brook, has made valuable political 
capital out of this issue, and the 
actual convocation of the confer- 
ence 
will 
bring 
the 
proposal 


squarelr before the people of Eng- 
land.

found which will satisfy all the 
far-flung members of the empire, 
and be pleasing to old England 
herself as well is at the moment a 
debatable question. 
Past history has shown, however, 
that the mellowing influence of 
Englai.^ has had a salutary effect 
upon blustering colonial delegates 
swarming into the capital with 
their nationalistic demands and 
chauvinistic ideals. On more than 
one occasion, colonial leaders have 
sail for England with fire in their 
hearts and departed with a hand- 
shake of camaraderie. But never 
before 
has 
nationalistic 
feeling 


been quite so strong, or colonial 
flag-waving quite so hectic and in- 
tense. That England will have to 
cajole and soothe and give in to 
her truculent children Is a -virtual 
certainty, if she can pack them 
all to bed again, comforted and 
satisfied, her statesmen will have 
registered a genuine achievement 
m the cause of empire solidarity.

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PAVING THE MAIN ROADS. 
"We hope Governor Weaver can. influence Oma- 


hans to believe that Nebraska can build highways on 
the pay-as-you-go plan," J. H. Sweet writes in his in- 
structive and entertaining column in the Nebraska 
City News Press. 


"That sort of construction work will be a blessing 


from the standpoint of taxes, it will permit us to use 
our share of federal aid as it is doled out to us, and 
it will please those conservative persons who are 
afraid of bond issues. Nebraskans as a state are out 
of debt, you Jrnow, and the thought of a heavy bond 
issue frightens them. Our constitution offers a bar 
to going into debt just now, but if we agitate enough 
we can probably slip an amendment into the basic 
law and incur a highway obligation of rather 're- 
spectable' proportions." 
<* 


It Is a waste of time to discuss a state bond issue 


to build hard-surfaced roads, primarily because there 
is a constitutional bar to incurring Indebtedness. An 
amendment to the constitution, permitting the state 
to issue bonds, might be brought before the voters in 
two different ways. It could be initiated through pe- 
titions and then submitted to a vote. That would in- 
volve the gathering of thousands of signatures, and 
an election after the requisite number had been se- 
cured. The second method is through legislative ac- 
tion. It is within the power of the legislature to sub- 
mit a constitutional amendment to the voters. Each 
method, however, would involve a great deal of time. 
It would be months, and possibly a year or two before 
any definite action could be taken. More than that, 
under present conditions, there is little likelihood a 
bond issue would be approved, even though the con- 
stitutional bar to it were removed. 


Mr. Sweet, however, errs when he indicates Nebras- 


ka can claim and utilize her share of the federal road 
funds due her without increasing the present gasoline 
tax. At the present time there is more than $1,500,- 
000 of federal funds allotted to Nebraska unclaimed 
simply because the state has not the money to match 
it. This money could be used most advantageously at 
this time. It would permit the state to go ahead with 
the paving program on arterial highways, which car- 
ry too much traffic for gravel surfacing. It would 
provide employment for men when people are unem- 
ployed, and it would enable the state to get the work 
done when material costs are the lowest in years. 


Before the close of 1930, there will be nearly $3,000,- 


000 of federal highway funds in Washington, avail- 
able for Nebraska, but unclaimed. That includes the 
special allotment made under the appropriation by- 
congress of $75,000,000 to .speed up work on public 
projects as a means of alleviating unemployment con- 
ditions throughout the nation. 


At this time it is taking increasing sums of money 


to maintain gravel upon those highways subjected to 
the heavy pounding of thousands of automobiles and 
trucks. We are now spending three times the money 
for maintenance which was necessary for the upkeep 
of the roads three years ago. As a result there is a 
constantly decreasing amount to be used for new con- 
struction. By paving those roads which require con- 
stant attention and maintenance with gravel surface, 
we would in the long run, actually be saving money 
It would release large sums now needed for mainten- 
ance to be used in new construction and thus permit 
the final completion of the state road system. 


By increasing the gasoline tax from 4 to 5 cents 


we can take full advantage of the federal highway 
funds, pave the roads which bear the heavy burden 
of traffic, and eliminate the wasteful charge of main- 
taining gravel. The legislature, meeting next Jan- 
uary," should lose no time in taking that step.

No more interesting field of scientific investigation 
ixists than that in which biologists, chemists, and 
bio-chemists are carrying on researches which seem 
onstantly to show greater and greater 
correlation 


between physical qualities and conditions and mental 
ones.

It has long been recognized that good food and 


good rest with the wholesome physical condition they 
generally bring is a primary condition to proper men- 
,al outlook and clear mental functioning. 


The step from that common sense survey to the 


experimental investigations which led to a realization 
hat presence or absence of certain primary chemical 
qualities was of great significance in 
determining 


undamental capacities of mind and qualities of intel- 
igence, however, was a long step. 


There has been a steady attempt to trace the chem- 


cal factors which provide substance to human ca- 
pacity to develop its so-called higher faculties. Coin- 
cident with that science, as yet well in its infancy, 
has been the purely physical study of vitamins and 
other food substances as to their physical effect on 
mman beings, the experiments being conducted with 
small animals. 


Now comes a consolidation of these two lines of re- 


search through experiments with vitamins being con- 
ducted at the 
University of Chicago. A series of 


pathological and psychological experiments there on 
rats indicated that vitamin B was an important con- 
stituent prelimary to development of intelligence. 


Bats whose food contained quantities of that vita- 


min apparently showed a greater facility in learning. 
Those deprived of vitamin B were weak in learning 
capacity. 
If additional experiments confirm these 


preliminary investigations, science will have moved a 
step nearer in its attempts to correlate the physical 
and the mental. 


There are those who feel that such correlation is a 


lowering of the mental by making it dependent upon 
the physical. It would seem from a more Thought- 
ful viewpoint that this need not be the judgment. If 
scientific Investigation confirms this line of theoriz- 
ing, sound thinkers can ill afford to deny the corre- 
lation. But that does not eliminate the^mental side. 
It is just as real, just as significant, just as glorious 
in the ranges to which it can climb when properly 
disciplined and developed. As a matter of fact, scic 
entific determination of the mind-body correlation 
opens the door to vast improvements in man's urge 
to pull himself upward into closer communion with 
the great mysteries which have ever thrilled his soul 
and stimulated his imagination to progressive thought 
and spiritual richness.

Is An Old Practice 


Congressional investigations pro- 
tect the citizen against maladmin- 
istration in public office and deter 
would-be misusers of such positions. 
Robert Van Pelt, assistant United 
States attorney, stated in an address 
before the Hiram club Wednesday 
noon 
at 
the 
chamber of com- 


merce. 
Reviewing the history of legisla- 
tive inquisitions. Van Pelt pointed 
out that the practice was used from 
the earliest, time in the English par- 
liament, and since colonial days in 
America. 
Sc-on after the erection 


of the United States, he declared, 
the house of representatives insti- 
tuted several investigations, almost 
all of which involved expenditures 
of nublic funds.

"In 1827, the congressional in- 


vestigation was used as an aid to 
formulation of legislation. "Mr. Van 
Pelt declared. "At that time, a 
tariff bill was under consideration, 
and witnesses were called for ques- 
tioning on points that related to 
the pending legislation." 
Van Pelt emphasized that inves- 
tigation of alleced maladministra- 
tion of public officers is not a new 
thing "as so many believe. As long 
ago as 1804. congress investigated 
brokerage house records to sift 
charees that certain senators were 
^cpecalatinn in sugar and voting on 
a sugar tariff accordingly."

Rockne Roasts Rules 
ThatPlaster Handicap 
On "Irish" Qridsters

NEW YORK, Sept. 3 — He didn't say so in so many 


words, but it was apparent this morning that K. K. Rockne, 
the sage of South Bend, saw the football rules committee as 
a self-constituted barrier to the further success of Notre 
Dame football as he sat and discussed the new shift rule, in 
company with Glenn Warner. The rule, he seemed to wish 
to say—but didn't—represented an attempt by the commit- 
tee to take over a problem which hitherto had occupied (only 
his opponents, viz., how to stop Notre Dame and the teams 
that use the Rockne system, Purdue and St. Mary's among 
others. Another way to stop them, I surmise, is to -hit them 
deftly behind the ear with an Indian club. 


"Pop" Plans Surprise. 


Mr. Warner's only contribution to 


the dialogue—it wasn't made in my 
hearing—was alleged to have con- 
tained the information that he had 
a 
couple of surprise plays for 


Southern California this -year. Judg- 


' mg by the records of recent years, 


a surprise play for Stanford would 
be a victory. 


The two master coaches of foot- 


ball met here yesterday with Bill 
Alexander of Georgia Tech to re- 
view the situation, of which there 
is practically none. Later, each gave 
a talk at an informal dinner, with 
the radio giving ear to the details. 
It was Rockne's first public ap- 
pearance in New York in almost 
two years, but, if he is a sick man 
today, then that wasn't the world 
that Ajax was carrying around on 
his neck. It was a goitre. Except 


„ for a comparatively slight soreness 


in the leg that was infected, Rockne 
is as healthy now as ever he was. 


What the Objection? 


His observations were quite the 


pungent, vigorous, staccato utter- 
ances of the old Rockne. What, he 
demanded, was the only legitimate 
objection to a shifting team? War- 
ner answered that the objection 
was predicated on the uncertainty 
as to whether there was an abso- 
lute lack of momentum at the time 
the. ball was snapped. Whereat 
Rockne rounded upon him swiftly. 
"Is there any momentum in the 


Notre Dame shift?" he \asked and 
'then promptly answered his own 
question. "No. Is a team that shifts 
laterally capable of momentum, the 
latter being understood as forward 
speed? No, again. We at Notre 
Dame are perfectly willing to come 
to a full stop after the shift before 
setting the play in motion. But we 
do not propose to stand out there, 
after committing our intention, and 
tacitly inform our opponents of 
what we intend to do. 


Timers On Side tines. 


"That's what I have meant all 


*• along when- I declared we would 
have two qualified timers on the 
side lines with stop watches. We 
will abide by the new rule, but we 
don't intend to strike a tableau 
and thus give a mentally sluggish 
team a chance to see what is com- 
ing up. 


"Has anybody considered what 
the shift has done for the small 
man in football? It has given him 
an equal chance with the heavy- 
weights, which, after all, is the 
letter and spirit of our democracy. 
Has anybody ever considered what 
a boon the shift has been to young, 
immature boys playing high school 
-football?" 


Mr. Rockne, now in full stride, 


was headed for the next jump, but 
Mr. Warner raised a languidly re- 
strainine hand.

FOR FRENCHMAN

HE mad quest of athletic ma- 
terial in the high schools of 


the nation—the implanting of the 
idea within the minds of the boys 
that the smart thing, to do is to 
sell their talents to the highest 
bidder—is well on the way to put- 
ting a curse on college sport, the 
amateurism of which is rapidly 
getting to be a farce. 


Whenever the 
average college 


coach or director of athletics is 
crowded into a corner on this 
proposition, he generally evades by 
passing the buck to that imaginary 
person whom he describes as an 
"overzealous alumnus." 


My personal observation, founded 


on at least several years of ex- 
perience, is that the alumnus guilty 
of pernicious proselyting does his 
stuff in most instances on the sly 
request of the coach or director. 
O 


CCASIONALLY, however, one 


gets on the trail of a coach 


who refuses to have his proselyting 
done second hand—he prefers to do 
his own hunting and bag his own 
game. Whatever a coach of that 
type may lack in diplomacy, he 
makes up in daring, as the average 
head coach at the average school 
generally has been -warned by the 
heads of the institution that he 
must take no part in the business 
of chasing athletes. 


The more reputable schools, I be- 
lieve, are opposed to proselyting. 
The higher authorities of such in- 
stitutions probably could see no 
harm ia it when a boy is urged or 
advised to attend a school within 
his own state or region, but the 
director and coaches are requested 
to play no cards in a general cam- 
paign designed to drum up athletic 
material. ' 
That is the policy in effect in 
most of the college conferences. 
Some of them, in fact, have a strict 
rule against pecuniary offers, direct 
or indirect, to a prospective college 
entrant. 
O 


N the other hand, some of the 


colleges and universities place 
no restraining hand on the mem- 
bers of the athletic faculty in their 
pursuit of desirable maferial com- 
ing out of the high schools and 
academies. In the main, such in- 
stitutions belong in the denomina- 
tional class, as it is an established 
fact that the average state uni- 
versity adr-:infstration wishes to 
keep its skirts clear of the charge 
of permitting unethical methods. 


Many of the operators are skilled 
in the art of "go and get." My at- 
tention has been called to the 
methods of a certain coach-director 
of a denominational. school on the 
Pacific coast, who is not content to 
ply his trade within the limits of 
his own state.

He was 


Nebraska Livestock Has 


Advantage for Fall 


And Winter. 


Nebraska cattlemen appear to be 


in a relatively favorable position for 
the coming fall and winter, A. E. 
Anderson, state and federal crops 
statistician writes in his mid-sum- 
mer cattle and outlook survey, re- 
leased Wednesday afternoon. 
Prospects 
,of 
improved market 


conditions together with the bright 
feed prospects in Nebraska give live- 
stock m e n an advantage in this 
state over the Outlook elsewhere, ac- 
cording to^Mr. Anderson 


Better Consumption Expected. 
His report m part follows: 
"Nebraska cattlemen appear to be 


in a relatively favorable position for 
operations during the coming fall 
and winter. 
Market supplies of 


cattle during the next five or six 
months are expected to be about the 
same as last year, but the supplies 
of fed cattle ready for market dur- 
ing the first half of 1931 are ex- 
pected to be smaller than a year 
ago 
Slaughter during the coming 


fall is expected to be somewhat 
greater but low imports will prob- 
ably continue and consumer demand 
is expected to improve. 
"Although the outlook for cattle 


marketings during the next six 
months is clouded with uncertain- 
ties Nebraska cattlemen are in a 
much more favorable position than 
those of most other states. While 
the situation in other states hinges 
on weather. lainfall and forage con- 
ditions, Nebraska is favored with 
pastures up to normal and an ex- 
cellent supply of hay and feed Ne- 
braska's corn crop will be much bet- 
ter than earlier expectations if no 
damage by frost is felt during the 
next 30 days. Nebraska cattle feed- 
ers apparently will have an oppor- 
tunity to feed cattle and have them 
ready for market during the first 
six months of ft31 when a shortage 
in well fed beef is likely to occur. 


Decline in Supply. 


"While domestic supplies of cattle 


in the United States this year are 
estimated at 2 7 per cent larger than 
in 1929 and 41 per cent greater than 
those of the corresponding date in 
1928 
the imports into the United 


States for the first six months of 
1930 were little more than one-third 
as large as during the same period 
in 1929 
"Consumer demand for beef has 


been declining since the middle of 
1929. During the first half of 1930 
demand >vas considerably less than 
during the first half of 1929. By

Due to unfavor- 
able prices cattle have been held 
back on the range and pasture areas 
of Kansas and Oklahoma. Many 
cattle have already been received in 
the sand hills of Nebraska from 
states which are short of winter 
feed. Marketings from the areas 
west of the continental divide are 
likely to be relatively light, com-

Nebraska Favored. 


"Colorado and Nebraska have a 


normal number of cattle but range 
and feed conditions are favorable to 
carrying cattle through the winter. 
"Supplies of fed cattle during the 


first half of 1931 are expected to be 
smaller than in 1930. Movements of 
stocker and feeder cattle back to the 
country sine* July 1 and even for 
some months preceding, have been 
extremely light, and such mo\e- 
ments during the remainder of the 
fall and early whiter are expected 
to be below normal. 
Reports of 


feeders regarding the number of 
cattle they expect to buy during the 
last five months of this year, indi- 
cate a sharp decrease m the move- 
ment of such cattle into corn beit 
states compared with cither 1929 or 
1928. There is little doubt that the 
supply side of the balance favors 
increased operations on the part of 
Nebraska cattle feeders. If indus- 
trial conditions improve during the 
next few months, such improvement 
will soon be reflected in a better 
demond for beef and cattle 
"In previous years of short corn 


crops and declining cattle prices 
there has been a pronounced ten- 
dency for^ cattle feeders to curtail 
feeding operations. This resulted in 
smaller supplies of fed cattle, par- 
ticularly - long-fed, 
well 
finished 
cattle, coming on the market during 
the following year, and this in turn 
caused a marked advance in the 
prices for such catUe. The move- 
ments of cattle prices after the har- 
vesting of a short corn crop were 
especially favorable for well-finished 
cattle marketed in the late fall alter

marketed in the spring."
